AIDED BY DEMOCRATS 


Changed From’ the Original 
by Amendments, but Is* 
Still Administration Bill. 


By Agrsociated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Mo., May 10.—The ad- 


ministration railroad bill was passed by 
the House today by a vote-of 200 to 126, 
all of the Republicans, including thein- 
surgents, being joined by 14 Democrats, 
in passing the measure. 

The traffic agre€ment clause and the 
provision permitting railroads to pur- 

chase the stock of ngn-competing trans- 
portation companies were the chief fea- 
tures of the meaSure as reported to the 
House Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce that were stricken out 
by the House. 

In other respects the provision of tHé 
measure as drafted by Attorney-General 
Wickersham at the instigation of Presi- 
dent Taft and iater amended in commit- 
tee were but slightly changed. 

The section to provide for the crea- 
tion,of. a,commerce court were retained 
with but few amendments, as were the 
paragraphs placing limitations upon i= 
sues. of stock. 

“Tt is the best bill ever passed by the 
House,” said Mr. Mann of Illinois, in 
charge of the measure. 

The railroad bill was promptly placed 
before the House today for final action 
on varioiis amendments that had been 
voted on when the measure was under 
consideration in Commiftee ‘of the 
Whole. 

The previous question on the entire 
meagure being ordered, Mr. Mann of- 
fered an amendment for the reinsertion 
of Section 12,eauthorizing the purchase 
by railroads of the stock of non-Ctom- 
peting transportation companieg. Mr. 
Mann explained that as presented by 
him the amendment was. precisely as 
agreéa@ to in the Comptes of the 
Whole before being stricken out, © 
A motion to recommit was first defeated 
by a vote of 157 to 176 and the amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Mann authorizing 
railroads t6 acquire the stock of non- 
competing transportation lines was de- 
feated by 169 to 170. 

This Mann amendment is what has 
come to be known as the “merger sec- 
tion.”’ 

The vote of the insurgents was divid- 
ed; some Democrats voted for it, some 
Republicans against it. 

By a viva voce vote the House then 
agreed to the bill as amended in com- 
mittee of the whole ah Adamson 
of Georgla represefitin he minority, 
moved to recommit the bill to the Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce with instructions to report it back 
to the House with the commerce court 
provision stricken out. 

This motion was defeated by 157 to 
17%. The insurgents voted almost sol- 
idly. with the regular Republicans 
against the motion. 

Republicans Vote With Democrats. 
On the motion to recommit the bill 

Republicans voted with the’ Demo- 

crats. They were Cary and Lenroot 
of Wisconsin, Davis, Lindbergh and 
Nelson of Minnesota, Fowler of New 
Jersey, Gronna of North Dakota, Norris 
of Nebraska, Poindexter of Washington 
and Woods, Haughen and Hubbard of 
Towa. Representative Havens, the new- 
iy elected Democrat from New York 
State, was the only Democrat who voted 
with the Republicans against recom- 
mittal. 
. On a roll-call the bill was then passed 
by a vote of 200 to 126. The announce- 
ment of the vote was greeted with ap- 
plause by the Republicans. 

On this vote the regular Republicans 
and insurgents voted solidly in the 
affirmative, 14 Democrats joining them 
in voting for the passage of aes bill. 
These Democrats were:

German Emperor Greets 
Amegican on Steps of 


" His Palace. 


POTSDAM, May 10.—The much dis- 
cussed meeting of Emperor William and 
Theodore osevelt took place today, 

The visit of the former President at 
the new palace was devoid of any spec- 
tacular feature incopsietent with “the 
court mourning for King Edward, but 
the occasion lacked nothing from the 
viewpoint of hospitality and the purpose 
to honor the distinguished American. 

Col. Roosevelt, who arfived in Berlin 
this morning and spent the forenoon at 
the American Embassy, was escorted to 
Potsdam this afternoon by Gen. Alfred 
von Loewenfeld, the principal repre- 
sentative of the Emperor, who was to 
Roosevelt at the railway 
station in Berlin this morning, but who 
in-common with Ambassador Hill, mis- 
judged the hour of the special’s arrival. 
The General joined the party at the 
American Embassy. 

Col. Roosevelt was accompanied here 
by Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss Roosevelt and 
Kermit, Mr. and Mrs. Hill, .Capt. Sam- 
uel G. Shartle, the military attache, and 
Lieutenant-Commander Reginald R. Bel- 
knap, the naval attache of the Ameri- 
can -Embassy. 

As their carriages drove into the court- 
yard, Emperor William appeared at the 
principal entrance of the new palace 
and descended the steps to meet his 
guests. He extended his hand first to 
Col. Roosevelt, then to Mrs. Roosevelt 
and to Ethel and Kermit, greeting each 
most cordially. His Majesty wore the 
uniform of the Garde Du Corps, with a 
helmet. 

Preceded by the Lord Chambérlain, 
Count Zu Eulenberg and Master of the 
Imperial Household, Baron von -Lyncker, 
the Emperor, with Col: Roosevelt ‘at his 
right, entered the palace and, passing 
through the ‘arge apartment popularly 
known as the Shell Room, ' showed his 
guests into the smaller’ salon beyond. 
Mrs. Roosevelt entered on the arm of 
Gen, von Loewenfeld and in turn was 
followed by Ambassador and Mrs. Hill, 
Miss Roosevelt and Kermit, Capt. Shar- 
tle and Lieutenant-Commander Belknap 
and Dr.- von Bethmann-Hollweg, the 
Imperial Chancellor who is Prince 
Solms-Barueth. 

Within the salon the party was re- 
ceived by Empress Auguste Victoria, 
Crown Prince Frederick William, Crown 
Princess Cecilie, Prince Victoria Louise; 
Prince Joechim and Prince Oécar. 

The luncheon that followed was at- 
tended by a large number, including 
many Government officials and others 
prominent in public life.

little outward evidence of the mo- 
mentous occurrences which have at- 
tracted the attention of the,.world in 
the last three days. 

Chief attention today was centered in 
the first meeting of the Cabinet since 
the return of Premier Asquith, follow- 
ing the death of King Edward It does 
not appear, however, that the Ministers 
gave any special consideration to the 
grave political questions now pending. * 
The question of the future policy of 
the Government in regard to the consti- 
tutional issues was touched upon, but if 
any conclusion was reached, no an- 
nouncement to that effect was made. 


Funeral to Be Impressive. 
Contrary to the original intention that 


the body of King Edward should be pri- 
vately removed from Buckingham Pal- 
ace to Westminster Hall next Tuesday, 
it has not been decided that the remov- 
al shall be accompanied with consider- 
able ceremony and the cortege will be 
an imposing military spectacle. 

The House of Commons will assemble 
in the morning and repair in a body to 
Westminster Hall to receive the body. 
Following the three days, during which 
the body will lie in state, it is possible 
that instead of the funeral procession 
proceeding direct to Paddington Station, 
the casket will be borne to Westminster 
Abbey for the reading there of the first 
part of the burial service. According to 
this plan the service would be com- 
pleted later in the day at Windsor Cas- 
tle. 

All the churches throughout the Unit- 
ed Kingdom are arranging to hold me- 
morial services on the day of the state 
funeral. 


Te Hold Horse Show. 
Sir Francis Lakin, physician in. or- 


dinary to the King, visited Queen Moth- 
er Alexandra and Princess Victoria 
this morning. Subsequently it was an- 
nounced that both the Queen Mother 
and daughter are in good health. 

The international horseshow will 
be seld upon the dates originally se- 
lected, June 6-16. This is in accord- 
ance with the wishes of King George, 
who desires that there shall be no 
interruption in the program of publics 
affairs except as planned events may 
appear inconsistent with the official 
and popular mourning. It was at His 
Majesty’s command that the theaters 
were reopened to be closed only on 
the day of King Edward's funeral. 

King George having notified the 
Baril of Lonsdale of his attitude, the 
Board of Managers met today and 
later isdued a notification that the 
horseshow will be opened as orjigin- 
ally announced. The King BPdward 
challenge cup, now held in France, 
will be competed for under the condi- 
tions that governed the contest a year 
ago.

Special justification for the petition for salary 
increases is found in the increased cost of living.

The pay of salaried teachers kas, on account of 
the increasing cost of living and hence the de- 
creasing purchasing power of money, decreased. 
Among teachers of the lower grades, where the 
pay is very small, this means great hardship. 

But on the broad ground, not merely of justice, 
but of sound public policy, teachers should be 
well paid. No city can afford to, be niggardly 
with its school teachers, or to pay salaries lower 
than are paid in other cities. The best teachers 
will drift to the cities where the best salaries 
are Offered. St. Louis wants the best teachers 
and the best possible service in the public schools. 

The School Board has been inclined to treat 
the teachers liberally. It has trought the pay of 
principals and high school teachers to the level 
of other cities. Within six years it has raised 
all salaries. It should, as soon as possible, put 
all the teachers on an equitable and adequate 
basis of pay. The people of St. Louis, who have 
cheerfully paid for the finest school buildings 
and the best school equipment, do not want to 
stint the teachers, the efficiency of whose work 
is the measure of the value of the schools.

The tariff makers and ee are continually 
harping about the high prices the farmer receives 
for his product. But these same newspapers and 
orators fail deliberately to mention the great dif- 
ference between the prices the trusts pay to the 
producers and those charged the consumers. And 
even if they should, in a fit of disobedience, chance 
to mention this difference, you can depend on it 
that they would neglect to account for it, 

For example, on eVery barrel of flour that the 
milling trust markets it makes almost as much in 


profit as it pays to the farmer who produces the/| 


wheat that goes into the making of the said barrel 
of flour.. In ether words, the trust comes near to 
doubling its money on every barrel of flour market- 
ed. And the meat, butter, _*88, milk, eto., trusts are 
the same. 

Our Department of Agriculture telis us that we 
are now producing more wheat per capita than for 
many a year past, It informs us that we have as 

many milch cows per capita as ever: that while we 
haven't as many hens, they are of a better breed, 
and consequently laying more eggs per capita than 
formerly; that while our national herd ef cattle, 
hogs, sheep, etc. js not now quite so large, yet by 
modern methods they are fattened more rapidly and 


sent to“market at an earlier age, so, as a conse- 


quence, the production of beef, pork, mutton, ete., 
is larger now fn proportion to the number of live- 
stock than before.

The “Inside Game.” 
NCE the city editor sent me (Fullerton) to a meeting of an engineering 


society to report a lecture. 
said: “At a distance of 185 miles 


In the course’ of his remarks the lecturer : 


this force, roughly speaking, is one 


two hundred and forty millionth part of a watt.” 


Fearing he might begin to speak gent- 
ly I decamped, but ever since then | 
have regretted that I did not stay and 
sign that rough-spoken gentleman to 
work out the mathematics of baseball. 

I know that it is 90 feet from first 
base to second base, 90 feet from second 
base to third base, and that a baseball 
batted between those points is fair. I 
know that approximately 20 out of every 
100 balls batted fair during the season 
are “safe hits.’” I know that of 1284 
ground balls batted during the season 
of 19099 in the American: and National 
Leagues (1284 chosen at random), 138 got 
past the infielders. I know that infleld- 


‘ters of the National League (pitchers not 


included) fielded 9382 ground balls er- 
rorlessly during the season of 1998. But 
how many millionths of a watt consti- 
tutes the chances of a hit being safe I 
cannot figure out. The average speed 
of 50 ground balls hit In three games 
during which three of us held twentieth- 
of-a-second-waitches, we calculated to 
be 100 feet in one and three twentieth 
seconds. We know that the third base- 
man plays ordinarly 88 to 96 feet from 
the home plate, that the shortstop play- 
ing “middling deep’’ is about 120, feet 
from the batter, that the second base- 


man is about two feet closer, and the 


first baseman 90 feet from the batter 
when a runner is on first base and i102 
when no one fis on bases. Given the 
speed and direction of the ball and the 
speed of the player, it.is possible to 
figure to a millionth of a watt where his 
hands will meet the ball, but jus® as 
you start to write Q. E. D. the ball will 
take a bad bound. Given the average 
speed of the infielders, it would be pos- 
sible to calculate beforehand approxti- 
mately the number of base hits each 
team will make in a season—if the play- 
ers were automatons. 
Mathematics of Baseball, 
HE stud, of geometrical baseball is 
Ai interesting in itself. Every ball- 
player knows there are five “‘in- 
fields grooves” and four “outfield 
grooves,’’. spaces between fielders where 
any ball hit with moderate force will 
be “safe’’ unless a marvelous stop in- 
tervenes. It is certain that the first 
base groove is a foot and a half widé 
at first base, and widens gradually 
through the outfield. There is a space 
seven and a half feet wide between the 
territories covered by the, first and 
second basemen through which the ball 
ought te be able to escape, as neither 
man can move fast enough to be able 
to reach it. There is a gap in the de- 
fense directly over second base seven 
and a half feet wide which is safe ter- 
ritory unless the pitcher, at the risk of 
his life, blocks the ball as it tries to 
pass him. The gap between the short- 
stop and third baseman is eight and a 
half feet wide, a foot wider than be- 
tween the first and second baseman, 
because the ball goes faster in that di- 
rection, and the space between the third 
baserman’s extreme limit of finger reach 
and the foul line is a foot and a half. 
Therefore, to get back to miliienths of 
watts, as there is 26% feet of ground 
unguarded out of 180 feet of defensible 
territory, Mr. Watt would argue that one 
ball in every 64-55 hit on the ground 
at an average speed of 13-20 seconds for 
100 feet will be safe. The fact is that, 
in the major leagues, only about one 
in 16 get past. Why? 

In the season of 1909 I arranged 
with soorers to record hits of various 
kinds and secured the scores thus 
kept on 40 Central League games, 26 
American Association games, and 14 
college games to compare with major 
league scores kept in the same man- 
ner. In the college games one ground- 
er in every 8% passed the infielders. 
In the‘Central League one in 10 7-12, 
in the American Association one in 
12 2-48, and in the American and Na- 
tional Leagues (45 games of my own 
scoring) one in every 153-10. The 
figures were amazing, as they follow- 
ed so closely the classification of the 
leagues. They, proveg that there is 
teason for the “class,” but the proof 
is not found in mathematics, but in 
two words (unless you hyphenate 
“team work.” 


Team Work Fills Gaps. 


, HE truth is that the figures were 
T truthful when basebal) was in 
its swaddling clothes, but they 
lie egregiously now.

| The best testimonial to the ability | 


that the spectator at a game of base- 
ball between two highly developed 
teams really does not see the game 
at all. He sees the plays, the stops, 
the throws, the catches. He sees 
men shift and swing, change posi- 
tion, move forward , move back, 
move to the right or left, and then 
move back again, but all the beauty 
of the inside game is lost to him, nor 
doés he imagine that behind each 
move is the master mind of the field 
general. The spectator yells himself 
purple in the face because Johnson 
fumbles a grounder and wonders 
why the manager don’t “release that 
big stiff” for fumbling. Then he fits 
indignantly striving te imagine why 
the manager is plastering language 
upon Smith for failing to stop a ball 
he “couldn’t have got anyhow.” 

“Inside baseball is merely the art 
of getting the hits that “he couldn’t 
have got anyhow.” 

Now watch this play . closely. See 
whether or not you can discover what 
is going on. Pat Moran stoops behind 
the batter and hides his right hand back 
of his mitt. Ed Retlbach, pitcher, pats 
his hand in the dust, touches it to nis 
knee and rests it upon his hip. Jimmy 
Sheckard trots 20 feet across left field, 
angling in toward the diamond: Stein- 
feldt creeps slowly to his left; Tinker 
moves toward second base and Evers 
‘fakes four or five steps back ind edges 
toward Chance, who has backed up five 
feei. Reulbacn pitches a fast high ball 
and on the out corner of the plate. 
Mike Mitchell hits it. The crowd yells 
in sudden apprehension. The ball sesms 
a sure hit—going fast toward right field.
